Applicant pointed out with regards to Dickinson et al '406 and Dudgeon et al '964 that the references does not have a 
separate reaction vessel nor have a focal zone of the acoustic energy. Also, with regards to Sucholeiki 6277332 
applicant pointed out that there is no focal zone. A review of the specification with regards to "focal zone" was 
discussed pg 15, lines 21-23; page 10, lines 22-24, and pg 14, line 31 was pointed out by applicant. The examiner 
noted that focal zone as stated by page 10, lines 22-24 that the term "focal zone" of "focal point" ecompasses an area 
of sonic convergene and not necessarily a singe focused point. Applicant further pointed out Jacke et al 2950725and 
Wohlstadter et al 6413783 does not show a separate reaction vessel preventing sample contact from the coupling 



medium.. . 
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
